EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 1.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 and 9-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's arguments are persuasive. Whiteman does not show axial 
movement of the contact carrying drum as required by independent claim 1 , electrical 
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conductors in the form of metallized layer on the contact carrying drum as required by 
independent claim 22 and the contact carrying drum having groove-like recesses with a 
metal coating as required by independent claim 23. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
